Parables  are  given  to  illustrate 
truths.  The  parable  of  the 
sower  shows  that  the  means  or 
influences  of  the  kingdom  are 
scattered  about  like  seeds,  and 
that  some  come  in  contact  with 
opposing  forces  and  some  With 
favorable  forces.  In  favorable 
conditions  the  good  effect  of  the 
kingdom  is  realized,  when  un 
favorable  this  effect  is  lost.
